LAKE BLUFF FOR N4VY 

NORTH SHORE SITE FINAL- 
LY IS DECIDED ON 
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Long and Bitter Struggle Ends I 
Triumph for .1 he Chicago 

, Business Men. 

Uncle Sam presented the season's compli- 
ments to Chicago; adding to the joyo'usnesi' 
at Thanksgiving and rewarding Chicago 1 
enterprise and perseverance by settling tbe' 
naval training' station question that has 
been buffeted between tbe two houses ot 
Congress for the last two or three years/ 
Lake Bluff gets the training school,' and 
there are no more ifs or ands about it, 
Chicago business men make tbe site a gift 
to tbe government, and as soon as Secre-' 
tary of the Navy Morton can complete the 
plana the work of changing Fettibone 
Creek into a plant where raw materia! 
from inland cities aud prairies will be 
manufactured into American man-o'-war's 
men will begin. The appropriation avail- 
able for the purchase of a Bite— bad that 
been necessary— will be used to build piers 
into Lake Michigan, immediately follow- 
ing the transfer of the deeds to tbe proper-' 
ty. f -~- 

Graeme Stewart, representing the Chi- 
cago business interests that brought the' 
matter to a climax, in company with Con- 
gressman George Edmund Fobs, chairman 
of the House committee on naval affairs, 
who has kept up an indefatigable fight in 
support of the location of a. station at tbe 
point declared to be most suitable by two 
boards, returned from Washington, re- 
ceiving on bis arrival the following tele; 
gram: 

Tbe board reports unanimously in favor 
of the Lake Bluff site, and the President 
bns approved tbe report. This ought to 
please you and vour friends. 

. Paul Mqiiton, Secretary, - 

A similar telegram awaited Mr. Fossi 
arid mutual congratulations were exchanged 
over the successful termination of the long 
effort. 

It Is possible, even > probable, that tbe 
recommendations of tbe boards that in- 
vestigated, tbe various sites under consid- 
eration for a training station would have 
been defeated bad not tbe business men of 
Chicago, 'represented- by- the* Merchant's 1 
and Commercial clubs and the Chicago 
Commercial' Association, gone to the as- 
sistance of Representative Foss, 

Last summer a committee representing 
these three organizations went to work 
without any flourish of trumpets. In fact 
the work— Mr) Stewart, as chairman of 
committee, taking the active . lead — pro- 
ceeded bo quietly that options were secured 
on the land and 2175,000 subscribed for its 
purchase without an inkling being, given 
publicity until Mr. Stewart appeared be- 
fore the site-selecting board in Washing- 
ton a few days ago. 

The price at which the land in question, 
comprisinor 172 acres, previously had been 
offered to the government was 91,000 per 
acre. Other sites upon tbe southern shores 
of Lake Michigan, less desirable than that 
at Lake Bluff, had been offered for much 
less, some of them as gifts, and cost was 
more than likely to be the real determining 
factor in the end, 

Tbe'iite known as Fettibone Creek- at 
Lake Bluff consists of tbe Joseph Downey* 
farm tract and fifty acres to the north U it 
belonging to the Murphy tract. The latter 
is table land, and upon it the buildings re- 
quired for tbe training school will be con- 
structed. It Is estimated that it will re- 
quire two or three years to complete the 
construction of the station, which will 
necessitate further appropriation! and 
mean the expending of a great amount of 
money in the aggregate.

County Superintendent Wants 

t - School Mouths Uniform. 
\ ' Su^erintendeaT8 aggin is now ' busy e*-, 
tablisbim? tbe twenty day montb aruouR 
tbe schools throughout the county. This 
means that tbe u*e of the culander month 
as a system for making reports and regu- 
lating courses of study - will be discontinu- 
ed, and that a montb of twenty days, four 
weekn'of Eve days each will be used. 

Tbo new system shortens the school year 
about eighteen days, as the school year is 
of nine' months, and the average calendar 
month contains about twenty-two days, bo 
that by clipping two days off each month 
the whole school year is shortened that 
much, Tha teachers will also receive the 
same pay for a shorter time 

1'be object of the change is to make all 
the Bcbool 1 months uniform, thus making 
some basis oo which to compare reports, 
etc,,' 

The scheme is well- received, although 
there is some opposition encountered. 
The higher school authorities throughout 
the state are backing it, and it has been 
in use in Wisconsin, Minnesota and the 
southern states for Borne time.

That tbe making of rules is not yet at 
an end in Ziou is evidenced by an entirely 
new set promulgated for the young people 
recently that carries out the old Puritanic 
idea that during church services the young 
of both sexes Bb'ould be separated. 

There is no tinkering of the relations 
between the sexes after maturity in Zion. 
If a young man desires to take a young 
lady of hie acquaintance out any whero' he 
must ask the consent of the lady's father 
and if be wishes to "keep company" with 
her he must go to bis deacon and express 
intents matrimonial. 

But the new regulations apply to services 
in the giant tabernacle. There ib now a 
epecin) place assigned down in front of the 
auditorium under the apostle's watchful 
eye for young ladies between the ages < of 
16 and 21, This it is snid' is intended to 
be a bar to flirting and to promiscuous 
company.- To make it, more effectual at 
the end' of each row of seats or pew a 
deacon or a deaconess is seated to maintain 
decorum in that particular section. 

Behind tbe young ladies' section are 
seated the young inen ;of tbe same ages 
wbo'are watched asj- rigorously. • To those 
children under- the ag» of Sixteen ie al- 
lotted a separate section of tbe „big struc- 
ture. 

If any young man or woman . leaves the 
congregation while the reverend doctor or 
any of Imp elders is talking, or during the 
progress of tbe service, that: person must 
pass through the "sweat'box" as a former 
Dowieite calls it. That is, he must- pass 
through a file of stern deacons and . dea-

In Oermnny nn experiment wns 
m tide to detenu I lie the relative value 
of the ordinary methods of cleaning 
milk cans ns * coniparal with live 
steam. One can was thoroughly wash- 
ed mid scrubbed out with hot water. 
Another etui wns rinsed and washed 
and then subjected to live slenui for 
thirty minutes. After both enns wero 
thoroughly cooled, mill; was put Into 
tlieui and the results watched. In the 
llrst etin the mill; soured In tweuly- 
tliree hours.

A similar experi- 
ment made In whiter showed Unit the 
sterilized can kept milk sweet nine 
hours longer Hum the other, can, It 
wns further ascertained that If pas- 
teurized milk was put In these cans 
It s kept sweet twice as long in tho 
stcuinod can as In the other.

A correspondent "asks haw n corn 
crib tuny be constructed so ns to be 
proof u gainst nils.

It Is set ell her 
on wooden posts or brick foundations, 
put' 13 Incites In the ground ns shown 
ib the" cut, niid IS' to U^ feet from the 
ground to the crib' sills. Two-thirds, 
of {lie distance from ground to the 
sill tiro giilrnnlzed Iron huofls, project- 
lug out and downward around the 
foundation posts 4 Inches In width, 
lints can never pirns' over this hood 
which they would have to do to reach 
the crib, Such n crib Is absolutely 
proof against nils. It Is constructed 
of Inch-lumber, open for nlr to reach 
the com, but with during sides for 
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protection against ruin.— St. Louis Ite- 
publlc.

You can nlso'lise 
freely on your seed beims ns soon ns 
you see hid I en lion iff weevils, cither lit 
spring, fall or winter. It will kill nil 
of them. Don't be nfrrild to use plenty 
of turpentine — Iry «■ few kernels of 
good, sound seed corn by ri turn ling 
nnd -limiting same— testing ' vitality 
after treatment— so ns to satisfy your- 
self.— II.

The fighting for the outer 
works and positions began Mny 28, but achntl siege operations did not be- 
gin until Aug. 7, the Japs on tho preceding day having brought up the nec- 
essary artillery. At that time the Ilusslan force comprised 30.000 men and 
the Japanese (X),000.

The President will consult with a large 
number of bueineBu men before making np 
his mind what is beet to be done id the 
matter of reforming the tariff. Marshal 
Field, the great dry-goods merchant of 
Chicago is one who has visited the White

The President also holds Speaker Cannon's 
opinion on this subject ia high estimation. 
Nothing will be done with precipitation, 
or in such a manner as to disturb the 
business interests of the country. 

A short time ago it was said that Gen. 
Black would be made commissioner of 
Pensions, to succeed Mr. Ware, since the 
President wishes for n younger and more 
active man at the head of the Civil Service 
Bureau. Notwithstanding this statement 
it iB now said that Senator Cockril I, n man 
considerably older than Gen. Black, is 
likely to be made the chief of the Civil 
Service.

As the mills are open 
for all who wish to work, it seems un- 
necessary to prolong the strike. The Fed- 
eration considered a government pension 
for all persons over sixty who have famed 
no more than $1,000 a year, by paying 
them $12 a month. 



Two hundred farmers of Dunklin county,

Operation of New State Law Omecs 
JictiioiiiU/ut ion ut Jolict, 
Warden Murphy of the Illinois peni- 
tentiary nt Juliet, discussing u publish- 
ed statement that convicts were driven 
in mi ne owing to Jack of work and cotwe- 
queut confinement under the uirtt-coDtruct 
convict labor law, which has been In 
force since last July, said tbnt while 
there wns some truth in the statement, 
conditions were not as bad ns indicated. 
"The close confinement of any lnrge body 
of men for nuy length of time,", said 
Warden Murphy, "is bad from a 'mental 
nnd n physical standpoint. From a hu- 
manitarian point of view Idle con fi De- 
ment Is very bad.. We are carrying out 
tho spirit of the law as best we can. We 
always have had prisoners tbnt go In- 
snue. Owing to (he present idleness of 
the men. and their consequent restless- 
ness and worry there has been some in- 
crease In Insanity among prisoners. Out 
of the 1,400 prisoners only 300 nre work- 
ing now, Of these; lilO work In the pro- 
ducing depart meat, while the other 150 
nre kept busy pounding stone," We ke*p 
shifting the I'lO mi the stone pile, giving 
other-idle ones a chance."

Homicide* In Iteccut Yearn. 
"There nre nt present four nnd a Itnlf 
times ns ninny murders nnd homicides, 
for each million of people In -tlio United 
Sin tea ns there were in 1881." 

With this statement of fact, based 
upon statistics, S. & McClure, iu the 
current number of McClure' a Magazine, 
inukfcs a start ting showing or the in- 
crease of lawlessness in this country, and 
follows with a stinging criticism of the 
relpu ot a "criminal oligarchy/' of chron- 
ic infraction of (he law by many classes 
and of general failure In the enforce- 
ment of the statutes, to which causes 
the condition is attributed. Comments) 
on the prevalence of crime and lawless- 
ncRs, taken iilnioHt ut random from rep- 
resentative and serious newspapers nud 
from published statements of Judges and 
citizens, form the supporting evidence. 

'Conditions in Chicago are strikingly 
net forth, hy comparisons with thu crim- 
inal records of the two leading cities of 
Europe. Loudon, with mi area of (JS8 
Mjtinrt! miles a nil a pop u In I ion of 0,500,- 
'000, had twenty-four murders last yenr^ 
There wns no "undiscovered crime," na 
thu murderers were nil arrested except 
In four eases, where they committed sui- 
cide. 

Chicago, with less than fine-third of tho 
population and nrett covered by the Lon- 
don or metropolitan police, had 123 homi- 
rhles. In eight eeu enses the murderer.*} 
were killed at the lime of the crime or 
committed suicide; four other cases were 
those of o Ulcers who did the killing in 
the performance of their duties*, leaving 
100 ensi*n for the police to work upon. 
Out of that number thirty-four convic- 
tions were secured, while in nineteen 
cases no urrest was made, and in fifty- 
three cases arrests did not result -In con- 
viction. Only one man was hanged iu 
Chicago. ( • 

In Pnrts only fifteen murders or at- 
tempted murders were emu milted iu tlio 
same period. More than eight times ns 
many murders In Chicago ns la Paris, six 
times ns many ns in London. 

In the United States last year there 
were 8,U7G murders and homicides in a. 
population of about SO.000,000. Iu 1SS1, 
when the popuhilioj} wns 51,310,000, 
there were only l,-(i'" crimes of this class, 
The high record was' reached In '1S00, 
when there were lO.Oo-l murders and- 
homicides in a population ot 70,01)0,000, 
In IS'JO conditions improved, hut slnca 
then they have steadily grown worse. 

The loss of life through crime is made 
more prominent when compared with fa- 
talities in war and on railroads. In three 
years the homicides in tlie-Unlied States 
numbered 31,1105, The British loss In 
the Boer wnr was "."..UUD. In the snina 
period there were killed on railroads 21,- 
S47. These figures were given recently 
In n chnrge to u grand jury by Judge 
Thomas of Montgomery, Ala. 

Violence attending labor troubles, tho 
bit nil tig of negroes, .law lews a ess in Colo- 
rado, riots tinit minders in New York lire 
referred to in detail, and Die following 
fiununnry ot conditions ' iu a few locali- 
ties Is made: 

Pittsburg reports twenty-six murders 
between Jan. 1 and Nov. 12 last. In 
twelve cases there was no arrest. 

In Han Friiiicisea since Oct'. 14. 1S0S, 
there have been 114 murders,., exclusive 
of Chinese killings. No one has been 
pent to the gallows, and iu forty-seven 
cases there bus been no arrest. 

In recent years ihero have been twen- 
ty-eight assassinations hi one county 
(Brenlhitt) in Kentucky, the victims in- 
cluding three women. 

South Carolina had 222 homicides in 
1003. 

A Georgia jtidfje recently .declared 
from the bench that more homicides wcra 
committed In that State than in tha 
whole British empire. J.' here «nu per- 
son in a hundred is convicted and pun- 
ished, while in England one in three Is 
made to suffer.

Amid the booming of caution and bands 
playing thu Genu an national air and tho 
cheers of the great throng gathered on 
the grounds, the war" college statue of 
Frederick the Great, gift of the German 
Emperor to the people of- the United 
States, was unveiled lu Washington by 
the Baroness. Speck von Steruburg, the

handsome American wife of the German 
ambassador. 

The event wns ns impressive ns it wiib 
significant, marking ns it did, In the opin- 
ion of many, the beginning of butter feel- 
ing and closer relationship between the 
American republic and the German em- 
pire. Addresses were made hy the Ger- 
man nmbnusndor. President lloosevelt, 
tho United States riinbnssnilor to Ger- 
many, nnd the adjutant general to Em- 
peror William. Each speech* was over- 
flowing with expressions of utility nnd 
good 'Will. 

The statue, which is the work of the 
Berlin ' srtlptor Uplines, Is a bronze 
replicn of the marble statue of the great 
King which ndorns the Avenue of Vic- 
tories In Berlin. The figure Is seven feet 
high, only a little larger than the pro- 
portions of Frederick, who wns over 
six feet tall,. It stnuds upon n luarblo 
pedestal creeled by Congress, the nppro- 
printiou for the purpose being ¥10,000.
